Tennessee Promise: You can’t build success on failure

Iii his 2016 Stile of the State 
address, Governor Haslam 
bragged that “Tennessee is 
tlte first state in the nation to 
offer high school graduates 
two years of community or 
technical college free of tuition 
and fees. And we're doing that 
without raising any taxes." 
Free community college 
without increased taxes may 
sound great but Tennessee 
Promise is not free. It comes 
at the expense of students 
who have achieved academic 
success to attain the Tennessee 
HOPE Scholarship. 

Tennessee Promise is funded 
by revenues raided from tire 
lottery* funds intended lor 
students who worked hard to 
earn the HOPE scholarship. 
The “free" Tennessee Promise 


has already resulted in cuts 
to the HOPE scholarship 
awards. HOPE scholarships 
have been cut from $4*000 
to $3,500 for freshmen and 
sophomores and the Aspire 
Award for students whose 
family income is 536,000 or 
less has been cut from $3,000 
per year to $2*250. The less 
affluent HOPE scholars are 
essentially “paying" 51,250 per 
year to support the Promise 
program. Further, all future 
lottery revenue growth will be 
directed to Promise and this 
will ensure that the HOPE 
scholarship becomes more 
of a stipend over time as 
tuitions rise against a stagnant 
scholarship. That is just flat- 
out wrong. 

Scholarships are traditionally 
granted based on merit and/ 
or need, yet merit and need 
diminish and/or eliminate 
access to Promise. There is no 
academic standard to qualify 


for the Promise and there 
is much concern that those 
who will receive the Promise 
are not prepared for college. 
A recently released State 
Comptroller's study found 
that 75 percent of freshmen at 
the state's community colleges 
did not meet their schools 
criteria for college readiness. 

Promise will not benefit 
the poor because it is a last 
dollar scholarship. The state 
will cover only the tuition 
costs left after a student 
applies (or financial aid, such 
as a Pel! Grant or the Hope 
scholarship. The federal need- 
based Pell Gram provides up 
to $5*700—nearly $2 r 000 
more than the cost of full-time 
tuition at a community college 
in Tennessee. So the neediest 
students will not benefit at 
all and the highest achieving 
students will receive little or 
no benefit from Promise. 

There are legitimate fears* 


mine included, that ill- 
prepned students will receive 
Promise and then fail to 
complete community college. 
Only 7.7 percent of Tennessee 
community college students 
graduate in 2 years. It’s a 
safe assumption that many 
nf those who graduate are 
HOPE scholarship recipients 
whose high school academic 
performance and ACT scores 
were predictors of their 
success. 

Without the cash cow 
of the lottery revenue, we 
would not be talking about 
the Promise program. The 
revenue resource drove the 
decision. But redistributing 
lottery revenues will not be 
without cost to Tennesseans. 
Those who have worked hard 
to qualify lor the HOPE 
will watch their scholarships 
become less valuable as tuition 
costs increase and the HOPE 
scholarship stagnates.

It is not too late For the 
Tennessee General Assembly 
to realise that future loiter \ 
growth should be directed 
to the HOPE scholarship 
program which rewards hard 
work and also benefits those 
in greatest need with the 
Aspire grain. The HOPE cuts 
should be restored and future 
lottery revenue growth should 
be dedicated to increasing the 
Aspire grant income threshold 
to benefit more middle income 
families. 

While the lottery has been 
a tremendous success it 
produces only a finite amount 
of money* not enough to do 
all things (or all people. It 
produces enough to do what 
the people voted for it to do: 
reward and incentivize high 
school students and encourage 
continued academic success. 
There is somet hi ng pro fo und ly 
wrong with breaking one 
promise to make another.

UTM faculty member named 2016 Outstanding Dietetic Educator

Brian Carroll, nutrition 
lecturer and Director of the 
Dietetic Internship Prognm 
at UTM, was awarded the 
title of Outstanding Dietetic 
Educator by the Tennessee 
Academy of Nutrition and 
Dietetics. 

The Academy, a group 
of over 1,000 food and 
nutrition experts who are 
members of the American 
Academy of Nutrition and 
Dietetics,, distributes the 
award annually to the state s 
most outstanding college 
faculty member in the field 
of nutrition. The Academy’s 
goal is to promote opt final 
nutrition, health and well- 
being for the people of 
Tennessee.. 

Tie Academy of Nutrition 
and Dietetics’ website states 
that recipients of the ^ward 
must “demonstrate innovative 
teaching skills arid techniques, 
demonstrate mentoring as 


documented by letters from 
students, and demonstrate 
leadership in the profession” to 
be eligible. 

Carroll won the award after 
becoming the first UTM 
faculty member ever to be 
nominated. Earlier this year, 
Carroll was chosen as the 
2016 Outstanding Dietetic 
Educator by the Nashville 
Academy of Nutrition and 
Dietetics. He is also the first 
UTM faculty member to 
receive that award. 

Carroll is a registered 
dietitian whose professional 
history includes end stage renal 
disease/dialysis T weight loss 
clinic, clinical and loEig-terrn 
care, assisted living, and homes 
for development ally disabled 
adults and drug and alcohol 
rehab. 

Carroll graduated from 
Southern Illinois University 
with a Master's Degree 
of Science as well as a 
Bachelor’s of Science in food 
and nutrition. He has been 
heavily involved at IJTM for 


several years. In addition to 
being a nutrition lecturer, 
he serves as director of the 
Dietetic Internship Program, 
which aims to prepare entry 
level dietitians in core 
competency areas with a 
specialization in nutrition 
therapy as a route to 
eligibility for credentialmg. 
The post-baccalaureate 
program is accredited by the 
Accreditation Council for 
Education in Nutrition and 
Dietetics. It offers interns 
a chance to receive 1,200 
hours of supervised practice 
in clinical nutrition, food 
systems management and 
community nutrition with 
a concentration in nutrition 
therapy.

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UTM students introduce bill to state legislature

Any driver who has ever 
traveled miles between 
speed limit signs and 
checked the speedometer 
with concern may have 
their fears eased through 
the efforts of students from 
the University of Tennessee 
at Martin. 

Jordan Long, of Martin, is 
a freshman political science 
major at UTM. He is also the 
current speaker pro tempore 
of the senate for the 2016 
Tennessee Intercollegiate 
State Legislature and vice 
chairman of the TlSL 
tr a n spo nation coni m i t tee. 
Long, with the help of 
fellow UTM student 
Alarabeth Kennedy, a junior 
from Franklin, wrote and 
presented a bill to regulate a 
maximum distance between 
speed limit signs on state- 
owned highways and 
interstates. 

“It is crucial for drivers 
to know the speed limit for 
their safety and the safety of 
the vehicles around them," 
said Long. “We wrote this 
(bill) to ensure that there 
will always be a reminder of 
the speed limit corning up.” 

Ten TlSL bill s per year 
are delivered to the state 
legislature for consideration, 
and Long's legislation 
was included after a 
unanimous vote by the TlSL 
tr a nspo rt at i on comm 1 ttee 
and the signature of TlSL 
governor John Domanski, 
also a UTM student. Rather 
than waiting, however. 
Long took it upon himself 
to find official sponsors in 
the Tennessee House of 
Representatives and Senate. 

Sen. Paul Bailey (R-Dist. 
15) and Rep. Raumesh

Akbari (D-Dist. 91) agreed 
to sponsor the bill, now 
known as SB2179, which was 
officially introduced to the 
House and the Senate Jan. 
21.lt passed first and second 
considerations and has since 
been sent to committee in 
both assemblies. 

“This year the House of 
Representatives had a 10-bdl 
limit per representative, so it 
was special to have our piece 
picked up even when there 
was a limit,” said Long. “It 
shows us that even though 
we are college students, we 
all have a voice that makes 
an impact.” 

Pending committee 

approval, the bill will 
officially be heard on the 
floor. If the legislation is 
ultimately passed, legislators 
will work with the 
Tennessee Department of 
Transportation to determine 
an appropriate distance 


between signs installed after 
July 1,2016. 

It is rare for a TlSL bill 
to advance so far through 
the state process, so Long 
and Kennedy have already 
a c com pi is h ed so me thing 
few students can claim to 
have done.

Tennessee House 
Republican Party elects 
new Majority Whip

The Republican Party in 
the Tennessee House of 
Representatives elected a 
new majority whip last week 
to replace the recently- 
resigned Jeremy Durham. 

Rep. Timothy Hill 
(Blountville) was promoted 
into the position by a party 
vote of 3S-33 over fellow 
nominee Rep. Ron Travis 
(Dayton). 

The vote came one 
week after Rep. Durham 
(Franklin) stepped 

down from the post in 
late January, as a result 
of sexual harassment 
allegations stemming from 
a report in The Tennessean 
involving inappropriate 
text messages allegedly 
sent from Durham to three 
anonymous women. 

Rep. Durham retains bis 
legislative seat upon bis 
resignation from the post 
ot majority whip for the 
time being. Investigations 
into the sexual harassment 
allegations are still 
ongoing. 

Rep. Hill said that Rep. 
Durham's case is not at the 
forefront of his mind in 
terms of his new position. 

“Obviously there’s a 
lot of stories going on 
about different things 
and different people, and 
that's not my focus,” said 
Rep. Hill. “Aly focus is the 
members, the caucus and 


moving forward." 

Prior to the vote, Rep. 
11 ill gave a speech to his 
fellow party members 
addressing the scandal and 
acknowledging a need for 
the party to move on. 

“No matter what happens 
today, this caucus has some 
healing to do," said Rep. 
Hill. “And 1 want to offer 
a pathway to healing, a 
pathway to victory.* 

Rep. Hill also released 
a statement on Feb. 3 
to announce a town hall 
meeting to discuss issues 
of concern to his home 
community. The town hall 
took place on Wednesday, 
Feb. 4. 

“The input of constituents 
is an invaluable resource 
that we all use on a 
daily basis in making 
key decisions within 
the Tennessee General 
Assembly,* Hill said in the 
statement. "Your thoughts, 
concerns, and suggestions 
allow us to keep a pulse 
on our communities and 
represent your interests to 
the best of our abilities." 

Lieutenant Governor 
Ron Ramsey expressed his 
congratulations to Hill on 
Twitter shortly after the 
votes results were finalized. 

“Congrats to my state 
rep and the new Tennessee 
I louse GOP whip,Timothy 
Hill," said Ramsey. 

1 lill entered office in 
January of 2013.

More than 300 children enrolled by DHS 
in literacy program 

Tennessee's Department of Human Services says it has enrolled 
more chan 300 Tennessee children in a program that aims to 
improve child li teraey. 

The department says The Governor’s Books from Birth 
Foundation, together with Dolly Parton's Imagination Library, is 
available to children from birth to 5 years old in Tennessee. 

Once a cliild is enrolled, a new book is mailed every month at no 
cost until the child turns 5. 

More than 240,000 Tennessee children are receiving books. 
Tie program allows pare cits to read to their children and engage 
in learning opportunities.

State health and safety officials are warning that drug dealers are 
selling counterfeit pain medicines on the street that contain what 
could be deadly doses of a drug used often to treat cancer pain. 

Tie Tennessee Bureau of Investigation, Department of Safety 
and Homeland Security, Department of Health and Department 
of Mental Health and Substance Abuse Services are warning die 
public about the dangers of these types of pills. 

Law enforcement officials say they are seeing more and more of 
the counterfeits being sold by drug dealers. Tie way it works is that 
dealers will sell pills that look exactly like Percocet or Oxycodone, 
but in reality diey contain fentanyl. Officials say fentanyl can be 50 
times as potent as heroin and deadly in high doses. 


Man sentenced to life in prison in 2012 
Jackson shooting death 


A man has been sentenced to lire in prison in a 2012 shooting 
death outside of a Jackson borne. 

Tie Jackson Sun reports Craig Taylor was sentenced Tuesday to 
life with die possibility of parole in 51 years in Devon Staten’s death 
in November 2012. 

Taylor was also sentenced to five years for two counts of attempt¬ 
ed aggravated robbery and three years tor attempted aggravated 
burglary in connection with Staten’s death. A jury convicted him 


in December. 

Investigators say Taylor killed Staten as he defended his girlfriend 
outside their east Jackson home. 

Taylor is also charged in the 2014 shooting deaths of Markel Ow¬ 
ens and Johnny Shivers, and the attempted murder of Chemiaine 
Owens. He and two others charged in that case are expected to go 
trial in August. 


Jack Daniel Distillery announces $140 
million expansion 

Gov. Bill Haslam has announced that the historic lack Daniel Dis¬ 
tillery is planning a 5140 million expansion project to help meet 
global demand for prized Tennessee Whiskey. 

The investment will be used to construct two new barrelhouses, 
expand the bottling facility and support the increasing number of 
visitors to the facility. Officials say more than 275jOOO tourists from 
around the world visited the distillery in Lynchburg last year. 

Officials with Louisville, Kentucky-based Brown-Forman, the 
company that owns the distillery, say the expansion will create 30 
new jobs in Moore County. 

The distillery underwent a SI03 million expansion project less 
than three years ago that added stills, barrel warehouses and related 
infrastructure. Officials say that investment created 94 jobs.

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Gov. Haslam becomes wealthiest 
elected official in United States

Tennessee governor Bill 
Haslam is now the wealthiest 
elected official in the United 
States, according to an article 
in the Feb. 9, 2016 edition of 
Forbes magazine. 

Gov. Haslam, who has 
served more than six years in 
office, is now worth a total of 
approximately 52 billion., 

“We’re not sure where 
Forbes got their numbersT 
said Dave Smith, a spokesman 
for Gov. Haslam. "We don’t 
discuss bis personal finances. 
Tennesseans are more 
interested in the work he’s 
doing as governor.” 

Forbes reports that the 
main reason for Gov. Haslam’s 
increase in wealth is due 
largely to the decrease in oil 
prices. In August 2015, U.S. 
crude oil sold for an average 
of 549.20 per barrel. Since 
then, oil prices have declined 
sharply, resulting in an 
average cost of 526.19/barrel

Gov. Haslam, the brother 
of Pilot Flying J owner 
Jimmy Haslam, owns a 15 
percent share of the company, 
whose yearly sales total 
approximately 538 billion. 
Pilot Flying J, meanwhile, has 
experienced an increase in 
operating income from Sl.l 
billion to 51.4 billion since 
August. 

This has resulted in Gov. 
Haslam’s net worth more than 


doubling over the same time 
frame, from approximately 
5980 million in August, 
according to Forbes. 

Pilot Flying | was 
investigated by the FBI on 
fraud charges in 2013. The 
company eventually admitted 
wrongdoing in July of 2015 
and was forced to pay 592 
million in fines. Gov. Haslam 
was not a member of the 
company’s management at the 
time, and was not found to be 
involved in wrongdoing by 
the investigation. 

Gov. Ha slam’s net worth 
is now more than six times 
that of the richest member of 
the United States Congress. 
Representative Darrell Issa of 
California is reportedly worth 
approximately 5350 million, 
according to the Tennessean. 

Gov. Haslam is also worth 
more than all of Tennessee's 
federal lawmakers. I he state's 
seven representatives and two 
senators combine to reach a 
total of about 563.9 m ill ion - 
less than a third of Gov. 
Haslam’s total. 


Lawsuit alleges University of Tennessee 
hosts 'hostile sexual environment’

A lawsuit filed by a group 
of women alleges that [he 
University of Tennessee has 
violated Title LX regulations 
and created a "hostile sexual 
environment" 1 through a policy 
of indifference toward assaults 
by student-athletes. 

Tie federal suit filed Tuesday 
in Nashville states Tennessee's 
policies made students more 
vulnerable to sexual assault 
and hai-H that the school had a 
"dearly unreasonable response" 
after incidents that caused the 
women making complaints to 
endure additional harassment. 
Tie suit also states the university 
interfered with the disciplinary 
process to favor male athletes. 

Tiere have been several sexual 
assault complaints made against 
Tennessee student-athletes over 
the last four years, including 
former football players 
A.J. Johnson and Michael 
Williams. Trey were indicted 
on aggravated rape charges 
in February 2015 and have 
separate trial dates this summer. 


The suit was filed by David 
Randolph Smith, a lawyer 
representing six unidentified 
plaintiffs, against tine University 
of Tennessee and die director 
of the office of student conduct 
and community standards. 
No individual were named as 
defendants in the complaint. 

Tie suit also states that Tim 
Rogers, a former vice chancellor 
for student life, stepped down 
in 2013 “in protest over the 
violation of Title IX and 
the DT administration’s and 
athletic department's deliberate 
indifference to the clear and 
present danger of sexual assaults 
by UT athletes.” 

Bill Ramsey, a lawyer 
representing the school, said 
in a statement the university 
“acted lawfully and in good 
faith” in the situations 
outlined in the complaint. 
Ramsey said the school “has 
devoted significant time 
and energy to provide a safe 
environment for our students, 
to educate and raise awareness 
about sexual assault and to 
encourage students to come 


forward and report sexual 
assault.” 

Tie Tennessean first reported 
the lawsuit. 

Tiis suit comes two weeks 
after Florida State set ded a Title 
IX lawsuit with a former student 
Erica Kinsman, who said the 
school failed to adequately 
investigate allegations that she 
was raped by former Seminoles 
quarterback Jameis Winston. 
Tie Heisman winner and No. 
I overall pick in the 2015 NFL 
draft has said the allegations are 
false and that he and Kinsman 
had consensual sex. No charges 
were ever filed against Winston 
as prosecutors said there wasn’t 
enough evidence to win a 
conviction and that there were 
gaps in Kinsman’s story. 

Tide IX is a federal statute 
that bans discrimination at 
schools that receive federal 
funding. Tie U.S. Department 
of Education in 2011 
warned schools of their legal 
responsibilities to immediately 
investigate allegations of sexual 
assault, even if the criminal 
investigation lias not concluded.
